So  it  takes  the  ruling  of  being  Marfu',  and  there's  no  place  to  perform  Ijtihad  in  it,  and  it's  on 
the  same  level  as  saying:  "The  Prophet(^ j jit  said",  therefore  whoever  recites 

Surat  al-Kahf  unrestrictedly,  on  any  day  of  the  week,  on  any  of  the  nights,  even  if  he  read  it 
daily,  that  would  be  recommended,  a light  would  stretch  between  you  and  the  ancient 
house.

Jum'ah",  and  it  has  been  differed  upon  on  Hushaym,  and  the  narrations  of  Shu'bah  and 
Sufyan  [that  don't  mention  "Friday"]  are  more  Authentic  than  the  narration  of  Hushaym.

[Mustadrak]  al-Hakim,  so  he  mentioned  it  [i.e.  The  HadTth],  "Whoever  recites  Surat  al-Kahf
